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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: For reasons 
consistent with that noted by applicants, the instant claims are allowable over the prior 
art. Specifically, the combination of (A), (B) and (C) in the claimed amounts is neither 
taught nor suggested by the teachings in Ghoshal. Patentees are silent as to a siloxane 
oligomer meeting (B). Upon an updated review of the prior art, the Examiner found 
Ghoshal 6,832,036. This reference does teach a composition containing the siloxane 
oligomer (B) but fails to teach or suggest the coating composition as claimed, specific- 
ally the addition of (A) and (C) as claimed. The Examiner also notes US 1 1/079,971 , 
which is a CIP of the instant application. No obviousness-type double patenting 
rejection is appropriate in this application because 1 1/079,971 is a later filed application 
and the instant application is otherwise in condition for allowance. Currently claims 1 to 
27 are allowed.
